New England Transrail requests talks with the EPA 


It's Baaaack - Solid waste 
plan resurfaces for Olin site

the Olin property within 
the next few months. A 
meeting is_ tentatively 
scheduled for November 12 
between New England 
Transrail and the EPA. 
DiLorenzo has contacted 
the Surface Transportation 
Board and has_ been 
advised that there is noth- 
ing currently before the 
Board related to New 
England Transrail and the 
Olin property. 

The previous New 
England Transrail propos- 
al, if passed, could route 
thousands of tons of 
garbage and solid waste 
through Wilmington on 
trucks for loading onto 
railcars, a serious concern 
for an already contaminat- 
ed site. Much of the waste 
is comprised of what is 
termed, Municipal Solid 
Waste (MSW). These com- 
ponents include organic 
materials such as newspa- 
pers, paper and paper- 


board, yard trimmings, 
and food waste. Other 
waste components include 
plastics, metals, and glass. 

DiLorenzo told the Town 
Crier in a call Wednesday 
that there are indications 
Transrail’s plan for the 
site have evolved, but 
those details are not clear 
at this time. 

The transfer of the prop- 
erty from Olin to Transrail 
is not imminent, added 
DiLorenzo. Olin is 
required to officially notify 
the EPA within 60 days of 
the transfer, and that noti- 
fication has not yet been 
received. 

Town Counsel has been 
advised of this develop- 
ment. The Surface 
Transportation Board web- 
site will need to be moni- 
tored regularly for notice 
of any hearings or other 
activity related to the Olin 
Site.

Help for military: veteran business owners

WILMINGTON - Melissa Nooney served 
in the Army National Guard and did two 
tours in Iraq. When she came home, she 
went to school and then of course, she 
needed a job. This can be the hardest 
part of transitioning for some veterans. 
Nooney took a chance and started her 
own business. She now successfully owns 
and manages Crossfit Phoenix Rising in 
Wilmington. With the skills, initiative, 
and confidence that veterans gain from 
their military service, they are in a posi- 
tion to succeed. But the task is still not 
easy so the government has programs to 
help them. 

The Massachusetts Department of 
Veterans’ Services works closely with the 
US Small Business Administration (SBA) 
to ensure local veterans have access to 
these programs. The programs provide 
business 


ly a start-up endeavor, is funding. To 
that end, the SBA has established the 
Patriot Express Loan Initiative for veter- 
ans who want to establish or expand a 
business. It features shorter turnaround 
times and lower interest rates. 
Counseling and training are also part of 
the program. Loan amounts can be as 
high as $500,000. The District Office of 
the SBA, located in Boston, has a listing 
of Patriot Express lenders in this area. 
One of those lenders did help Nooney. 

To facilitate access to all of the help, 
business training is even available on 
line. For example, Operation Endure and 
Grow is an online 8-week course about 
the basics of starting and/or growing a 
business. The course includes tools for

TEWKSBURY/WILMINGTON - ‘Ag 
the campaign season draws to a close, 
and the campaign rhetoric and televi- 
sion ads reach a fever pitch, local vot- 
ers have a few critical races, and 
issues, before them on the ballot.

The highest 
decorated veteran in the state, former 
Secretary of Veterans’ Services Tom 
Kelley, I worked with very closely with

rect” I would call it a lie,” said Tisei. 
“Governor Patrick proposed a budget 
with a billion dollars in tax increases 
for FY 2010, including an increased 
sales tax, and it killed a lot of business- 
es close to the border. 

“It’s a trick they play in Washington. 
Moulton’s not. even there but he’s 
already acting like a Washington politi- 
cian. He could say I voted against any- 
thing in a budget if I voted not to sup- 
port that budget," continued Tisei. 

While Tisei served in the Senate, he 
helped pass legislation to support 
‘Welcome Home’ bonuses for veterans 
returning from Iraq and Afghanistan, 
veterans’ preferences for state hous- 
ing, and improved funding for home- 
less vets. 

Moulton, a combat veteran, has cam- 
paigned on his military record, having 
served in the Marines and four tours in 
Iraq. He is critical of President’s 
Obama’s policies and actions with 
regard to the military. His business 
record is murky, with little business 
experience outside his Harvard MBA, 
including a one-year stint working in 
Texas, and starting up a health care 
firm just a few months before starting 
to seek election. 

“A lot of people are recognizing that 
we need someone in Washington that 
can get things done for our district and 
our state. We will probably have a 
Republican majority in House and 
Senate, and no one in the delegation is 
in the majority party. I can put those 
issues that matter to Massachusetts 
residents front and center. Just as we 
need balance in Massachusetts by 
electing Charlie [Baker] governor, we 
also need balance in our delegation to 
ensure that these issues are 
addressed,” said Tisei.

Tewksbury woman receives award from NOW 


Cheryl Garrity, real life ‘Wonder Woman’

‘She is an inspiration and hard worker, leader and role model,” 
‘said Nina Selvaggio, Secretary for Mass. NOW Inc and Mass. 
° NOW Foundation. 
NOW, a statewide grassroots organization, focuses on femi- 
| hist issues and legislation. Garrity was selected for the pres- 
,tigious award for her proven leadership and dedication to 


advancirig equality for women. Actions that supported this 
include roles as former President, Founding Member of the 
Mass NOW Foundation - a tax-deductible, nonprofit sister 
organization for educational programs and legislative liaison. 

“I did a lot of work on the issues of domestic violence and 
poverty among women. That’s how I got 
involved with NOW,” said the Northeastern 
University School of Law alumna. 

The main principal of NOW which Garrity 
resonates with: achieving full equality for 
men and women. 

Prior to law school, Garrity was interested 
in Constitutional Law. While attending the 
University of Massachusetts at Amherst, she 
wrote an article on the Equal Rights 
Amendment and why it was not passed. 

“Even today, many people don’t realize that 
women do not have equal rights under the 
constitution,” Garrity said. “At the federal 
level it’s ‘all men are created equal’ but 
} women don’t have protection as strong. The 
Constitution - the premiere legal document of 
the country - doesn’t recognize women as 
| having the same rights as men.” 
| She sites examples such as pay equality, 
rights in terms of access to sports and (one 
could argue) reproductive rights. 

“When men speak out, they are considered 
leaders. When women speak out, they are considered radical 
troublemakers,” she added. 

Using her adyocacy skills and ability to research the law, 
Garrity went to the State House and presented to various offi- 
cials, explaining why gender should be included as a factor in 
hate crimes in addition to race and religion. 

“When we talk about discrimination, women have been tar- 
geted for crime in much the same way as people of color and 
of religious minorities.” 


The very first piece of legislation Garrity worked to have 
passed was including gender in the Hate Crime Reporting Act. 

For the Commonwealth of Massachusetts, she- worked to 
influence welfare rights and establish clinic buffer zones, 

Reproductive rights remains a controversial subject, even 
among the feminists who belong to NOW, Garrity said. “Do 
you think young women should have the right to access abor- 
tion without parents’ consent? That there should be. other 
training or rules in place?" 

She found there were fine lines of areas where even femi- 
nists disagreed, even when it came to buffer zones. “It was 
surprising to me, how many hours we could spend dise@ssing 
those finer points.” 

Through NOW, Garrity learned that feminists are more than 
just a stereotype. “Feminists are just as diverse as any soci- 
ety.” 

Garrity remained with NOW for more than two decades, as 
the interests they served were as diverse as hers. She has 
been a mentor, volunteer, and board member for the Rape 
Crisis Center of Greater Lowell, Malden Asian Pacific 
American Coalition and the Domestic Violence Council. |, She 
is a member of the Women’s Bar Association, Mental Health 
Association of Greater Lowell, Inc. as a human rights‘ hoard 
member and the University of Massachusetts Amberst 
Alumni Association, currently serving on the Diversity and 
Inclusion Committee. if} 

How does Garrity feel about receiving the Wonder Woman 
Award? “On the one hand, she (Wonder Woman) is a strong 
person. The award does honor a history of strong independ- 
ent woman. In terms of comics, she does portray an image 
we’d like to get away from in terms of objectifying women.” 

For the Tewksbury resident and mother of two boys, ages 11 
and 14, there is no invisible jet. on standby. Working and par- 
enting is a 24-hour a day commitment. “It would be interest- 
ing to see a strong comic hero who can balance work and fam- 
tly and save the world while they are doing it.”

Town Manager Jeffrey 
Hull explained that should 
the purchase go through, it 
would entail off-loading 
and on-loading of certain 
types of waste raising seri- 
ous concerns. Mr. Hull told 
the Board “We are still not 
at the point where Olin has 
been adequately checked 
for contamination. We 
don’t want something that 
would exacerbate the situ- 
ation.” He added that 
Michael Webster, an envi- 
ronmental consultant at 
Geoinsight, an environ- 
mental strategy and engi- 
neering company, pro- 
posed that this [purchase] 
“was not advantageous at 
this time.” 

Selectman Michael 
McCoy referencing a for- 
mer potential buyer, a bev- 
erage distribution compa- 
ny, said it was “a much bet- 
ter option than bringing in 
more contamination. We 
obviously don’t want this 
and here it is again.” 

Chairman Judith 
O’Connell agreed adding 
“It just doesn’t make logi- 
cal sense.” 

Selectman Michael 
Champoux told the Board 
“It’s frustrating that Olin 
would engage with this 
company. It’s not the ideal 
type of company to sell 
their property to.” He then 
asked if the Board could 
send town council. Mr. Hull 
replied “I don’t think it’s 
our place, but I will take up 
concerns with Jim 
[DiLorenzo].” 

The now inactive Olin 
Chemical facility encom- 
passes a 53-acre parcel 
located at 51 Eames Street 
in Wilmington. The area is 
now completely fenced, 
however, concerns about 
chemical waste have been 
ongoing. 

Olin has had a longstand- 
ing purchase and sale 
agreement with Transrail, 
said DiLorenzo. It appears 
Olin is ready to transfer

the property, though a 
clean up plan has not yet 
been identified. The EPA 
holds a lien on the proper- 
ty, which they would need 
to relinquish in order for 
the sale to go through. 

The property, used for 
chemical manufacturing, 
was owned from 1953 by 
National Polychemicals, 
Inc., until it was purchased 
by Olin Chemical 
Corporation in 1980. The 


facility manufactured 
chemical blowing agents, 
stabilizers, antioxidants 


and other specialty chemi- 
cals for the rubber and 
plastics industry. The facil- 
ity closed in 1986, but the 
property is still owned by 
Olin Chemical 
Corporation. 

Historical waste water 
disposal practices were a 
major source of the con- 
tamination associated with 
the Olin Chemical facility. 
Prior to 1970, all liquid 
wastes were discharged 
directly into several 
unlined pits and ponds in 
the central portion of the 
property, as well as into’a 
man-made excavation 
called Lake Poly Liquid 
Waste Disposal Area (Lake 
Poly). In 1970, Stepan 
Chemical installed an acid 
treatment and neutraliza- 
tion system and new lined 
lagoons to replace the 
unlined pits and ponds. 
Treated wastes were 
released into the lagoons. 
The lagoons were periodi- 
cally dredged and the 
sludge was deposited in a 
landfill in the southwest 
corner of the property. .= 

On-site waste disposal 
practices have resulted ih 
groundwater contamina- 
tion both on and off the 
Olin Chemical property, 
and in late 2002 resulted in 
the closure of the Town of 
Wilmington's municipal 
drinking water supply 
wells located in Maple 
Meadow Brook.

Certainly I have disagreed 
at times with the play call- 
ing in the games I have 
covered over the years. 

I do think the team needs 
to be much more creative 
on offense and not just run 
the ball on dives and 
sweeps. I'm a big fan of 
misdirection calls and all 
kinds of different forma- 
tions. I'm a huge fan of 
screen and: quick slant 
passes, criss-cross pat- 
terns, but more important- 
ly I believe in small gains 
whether running or throw- 
ing the ball that move the 
chains and keep the clock 
running, but doing so effec- 
tively and mixing it up so 
the opposing defenses don't 
know what's coming. We 
haven’t seen much of that 
over the years and I get 
that. And I will say that 
sometimes Wilmington’s 
play calling has been pre- 
dictable. 

But what I like, what you 
like and what coaches who 
have years of experience 
like, are totally different. I 
could say all day that 
Wilmington can and should 
call bubble-screens, but I 
have never drawn out a 
play on a chalkboard 
before and I have never 
watched a game film. I'm 
just a sportswriter, who 
loves sports and football, 
and has watched it my 
entire life. Who am I to sec- 
ond-guess a guy who had 
experience breaking down 
NFL Europe films? 

There are several things 
that I think irritated fans 
are missing when it comes 
to evaluating the job Barry 
has done. Sure he has had 
some losing seasons and 
some losing streaks, but 
there's several glaring 
stats that stick out to me 
with this year's season 
which have been largely 
overlooked. 


_ First, the team has 
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rushed for 1,628 yards and 
average over five yards per 
carry - so obviously run- 
ning the ball has worked. 
True most of that are 
against teams with subpar 
records, but it's still pretty 
impressive. 

Secondly, the team has 
given up zero points in the 
third . quarter in seven 
games which I think is 
remarkable. To me that 
says a lot about the entire 
coaching staff and the 


adjustments the team 
makes at halftimes of 
games. 


But the biggest item irri- 
tated fans are missing in 
my mind, is the extremely 
tough predicament the 
team was put in when 
James O'Regan left before 
the ‘season to go to 
Buckingham Browne and 
Nichols. No one saw that 
coming and once it was 
announced, Barry and his 
staff had to go calling to 
find someone who can 
throw the ball, someone 
who could learn the 
offense, be a leader and 
take the snaps. 

Mike Carroccinno volun- 
teered for the position, and 
the kid not only has proven 
how much grit, guts and 
character he has, but he's 
proven by earning the posi- 
tion alone how much lead- 
ership he possesses. Sure 
he's no Joe Montana, but 
when if you put him in the 
right spot to succeed - with 
shorter passes - the kid 
can play, can execute and 
can be successful on the 
football field. 

“We were looking for a kid 
to play quarterback at the 
beginning of the season,” 
said Barry after the loss on 
Friday night, “and Mike 
was the guy who stepped 
up and said ‘I'll do it 
Coach’. That kid has 
worked his butt of every 
single day -- the good days,

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the bad days, the inbetween 
days and he's never said 
‘Coach I don't want to do 
this'. He has never lost 
faith in himself. He

have a lot of respect for the 
kid. 

“No one will ever know 
how much respect and 
appreciation I have for 
Mike and what he has 
given to the team this sea- 
son. I could tell you until 
you are blue in the face as 
words won't do justice.”

But a lot of 
them got a lot of experience 
last year and we had a lot of 
girls work really, really hard 
in the off-season and - it 
shows,” she said.

Girls Soccer team has _

The regular season may 
not have ended way the 
Shawsheen Tech _ Girls

Michaud said. “It was cold 
and misting out and just a 
difficult time to’ play. We 
had the wind in our face in 
the first half and it was 
incredible because you 
would put the ball in the air, 
and it would come back at 
you and when you took a 
shot on net, it would practi- 
cally die by the time it 
reached the goalie.” 

Still, even with the disad- 
vantage in the first half, the 
Lady Rams went to the half 
scoreless, setting them up 
nicely for the.second. half, 
although Michaud said the 
condition still were not ideal 
and his team could take 
nothing for granted. 

“I was confident in our 
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team and I really felt like it 
was just a matter of time 
before we would score, but at 
the same time as I told the 
girls at halftime we hadn’t 
scored yet, so we still had 
some work to do,” Michaud 
said.

There have been many

“T will have to check, but 
allowing just one goal for the 
entire league schedule is 
something I don’t think has 
happened before,” Michaud 
said.

i: Wakefield may seem like 
an-unlikely place for a case of 
the deadly Ebola to show up, 
but that fictional scenario 
played out last week as first 
responders gained valuable 
experience during a 
Contagious Disease Protocol 
elass held in the community. 
Wakefield Police Chief 
Rick Smith and Action 
Ambulance CEO Michael 
Woronka partnered _ their 
agencies to offer the exercise, 
aimed at refreshing haz- 
‘ ardous materials handling 
and disease response proce- 
dures designed to protect first 
responders and members of 
the ‘public from potentially 
contagious infections. 
- “It was good training, to 
make sure that everyone in 
the community is on the same 
page as far as what they 
should be doing and how to 
respond,” said Wakefield 
_ Police Lt. Scott Reboulet. “It 
focused on how to evaluate the 
situation.”

The Centers for Disease 
Control and Prevention calls 
the 2014 Ebola Virus outbreak 
the worst in history, and first 
responders worldwide are 
refreshing their protocols for 
handling infectious disease. 

The training class was 
coordinated by Chief Smith, 
who arranged for Action 
Ambulance to share personnel 
and expertise in the exercise, 
which focused on alleviating 
fear, giving workers the prop- 
er screening tools as well as 
re-emphasizing existing 
patient care protocols. Action 
is Wakefield’s EMS provider. 

The training session was 
held in the Wakefield Police 
Department training room. 

“It really looked at how to 
prevent panic,” said Reboulet. 
“As we head into the flu and 
cold season, a lot of people 
are going to be out and about 
with fevers, runny noses, and 
colds, and there could be a lot 
of people worried about 
Ebola:-Everyone at the train- 
ing was taught about a check- 
list of thresholds when they

respond to a call - if certain 
thresholds are met, it triggers 
a different type of response 
than one for typical cold or flu 
seasons.” 

Health experts say the 
chances of contracting Ebola 
are incredibly low, but media 
coverage of the outbreak in 
West Africa has raised fears 
about the disease spreading in 
the U.S. Ebola has killed more 
than 4,000 people in West 
Africa - the largest Ebola out- 
break in history - and a man 
who contracted the disease in 
Liberia died in a Dallas hospi- 
tal and infected two American 
nurses. 

Both infected nurses have 
been released from the hospi- 
tal. 

Recently, the state 
Legislature’s public health 
committee, heard testimony 
from medical workers and law 
enforcement officials to dis- 
cuss whether Massachusetts 
was ready to deal with Ebola. 

As state and local hospital 
officials work to quell mount- 
ing public panic over the 


Ebola crisis, the state and 


national nurses union raised 
the alarm about preparedness 
of hospitals.

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have said they are absolutely 
not prepared. They don’t feel 
ready to do what needs to be 
done to protect patients," said 
David Schildmeier, director of 
public communications of the 


Massachusetts Nurses 
Association. 

The state nurses union rep- 
resents 23,000 registered nurs- 
és and health care ‘profession- 
als across Massachusetts. 

Schildmeier said there is a 
lack of education, training 
and proper protocol at hospi- 
tals across the state. 

"Contrary to what many 
hospital administrators say 
about preparedness, nurses 
are reporting a very different 
story. Very few report having 
any training on the issue, very 
few have what we consider 
appropriate protective equip- 
ment (Hazmat suits), there is 
no uniform plan in place on 
how to handle Ebola in our 
state," nurse Donna Kelly 
Williams, president of the 
MNA/NNU, said in a state- 
ment recently. 

"The bottom line is nurses 
do not feel prepared. We are 
outraged that those who are 
charged with overseeing the 
public health of the common- 
wealth are refusing to hear 
our concerns and recommen- 
dations to ensure:the safety of 
the public." 

The union’s . comments 
come after the public hearing 
on Ebola preparedness at the 
State House. 

At local hospitals, if staff 
has concerns that an individ- 
ual who has come in seeking 
treatment may have Ebola, a 
triage person will ask new 
patients if they have been to 
Liberia, Guinea and Sierra 
Leone recently.

If the answer is yes, local 
hospital officials will bring the 
patient to a designated room, 
isolate them and then put on 
CDC-recommended personal 
protective equipment. 

The equipment used would 
depend on the stage of the 
virus. 

During the early stages of 
the disease, standard barrier 
precautions for infectious dis- 
ease like fluid- 
resistant/impermeable gowns, 
disposable gloves, a face mask 
and an eye shield would be 
worn by healthcare workers. 

If the patient has symp- 
toms such as vomitting and 
diarrhea that release infec-

VINCENT.” This movie is quite a little gem and even has a happy ending. 


“ST. VINCENT”

Bill Murray gives a beau- 
tiful, wise, complex per- 
formance as Vincent, an 
angry old man who drinks 
too much, smokes too much, 
gambles too much, pays a 
pregnant stripper for favors, 
and seems to get his only 
enjoyment from trying to 
make the rest of the world 
as miserable as he is. 

Just as Vincent runs out 
of money, new neighbors 
move in next door. It is 
Maggie (Melissa 
McCarthy), a single mom, 
and her son Oliver (Jaeden 
Lieberher). Maggie, who 
just left her husband and is 
working double shifts to pay 
for, Oliver’s private school, 
is so desperate she is willing 
to pay Vincent to be Oliver’s 
babysitter. He is completely 
inappropriate in every way, 
taking Oliver to the race- 
track and a bar and intro- 
ducing him to a “lady of the 
night,” pregnant Russian 
stripper (Naomi Watts as 
Daka). 

And yet, he is able to pro- 
vide Oliver with support he 


* does not get anywhere else, 


especially when it comes to 
dealing with the school 
bully (Dario Barosso). 
Vincent’s acerbic take on 
the world is a bracing 
change of pace from the 
chaos and sadness in 
Oliver’s family and the feel- 
ing of being an outsider he 


gets from being a Jew ina 
Catholic school, even one 
with a sympathetic priest 
for a teacher. (Chris 
O’Dowd) and classmates 
that include a Buddhist and 
an atheist. Oliver is in many 
ways the only real adult in 
the story, wise and unflap- 
pable as the grown-ups 
around him fail him and 
each other. 

Writer-director Ted Melfi 
spends the first half of the 
movie showing us the pres- 
sure Vincent is under and 
his inability to deal with it. 
He is overdrawn at the bank 
and he owes money to a 
bookie (Terrence Howard). 
His house and car are 
falling apart and he is, too. 
He is callous, selfish, and 
rude. But then we begin to 
learn that he is capable of 
great kindness and devo- 
tion. 

He makes regular visits 
to Sandy (Donna Mitchell). 
She is a beautiful woman 
with loss of memory who 
lives in an assisted living 
facility. He does her laundry 
and dons a white jacket and 
stethoscope because she is 
comfortable thinking he is a 
doctor. Clearly, he is much 
more to her, but she does 
not remember and he does 
not want to rattle her. He 
also has a large white cat 
and seems to be very fond of 
it. 

Meanwhile, Maggie is 
under a lot of pressure, too.

When she gets called into 
the school after Oliver uses 
his new lessons from 
Vincent to hit the bully in 
the nose, she dissolves into 
tears.

It all comes together a 
little too sweetly, with 
everyone - even the bully - 
getting happy endings. But 
Murray’s performance, 
especially as Vincent recov- 
ers from an illness, is never 
anything less than wonder- 
ful, and McCarthy, in a 
largely dramatic role, is out- 
standing as well. This is a 
quiet little gem.

“Fury” is on one of the 
great war/action films, a 
hard look at the blood, guts 
and terror of combat. 

But writer/director 
David Ayer (“Training Day,” 
“End of Watch”) is aiming 
for more. He wants to show 
how combat dehumanizes 
the individuals who must do 
the dirty work. 

We are introduced to the 
five-man crew of Fury, a 
Sherman tank, on a German 
battlefield in the spring of 
1945, during the last gasps 
of the war. The tank com- 
mander, Sgt. Don 
“Wardaddy” Collier (Brad 
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Pitt), makes short, silent 
work of a passing German 
officer (a knife in the eye- 
ball does the trick). Pitt is 
terrific as Wardaddy. 

Action fans will not be 
disappointed. “Fury” is full 
of explosive scenes. 

But if you ever thought 
that tank warfare might be 
cool, this movie will quickly 
kill that notion. The 
Shermans had far less 
armor than their German 
equivalents. One well-placed 
shell could turn a tank into 
an incinerator. “Fury” pro- 
vides an all-too graphic 
example of just such an inci- 
dent.)

tious fluids, the equipment 
would increase to include boot 
covers and leg coverings, an 
impenetrable body suit that 
covers the neck and head 
area. 

At advanced stages of the 
disease, the impenetrable suit 
and full headgear are used. 

A staff member would 
monitor the patient room and 
log who goes into the room. 
There would also be a buddy 


- system in place in which one 


staff member would guide 
and watch another who treat- 
ed an Ebola patient as per- 
sonal protective equipment is 
removed to ensure it’s done 
safely. 

After a patient is dis- 
charged, the hospital staff 
would clean and disinfect the 
isolated area using CDC-rec- 
ommended bleach cleaning 
products. 


According to the 
Massachusetts Hospital 
Association, all 


Massachusetts hospitals have 
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established policies for con- 
taining and treating all types 
of contagious diseases. 

Hospitals have been con- 
ducting Ebola response train- 
ing with appropriate staff and 
are putting additional 
processes in place to ensure 
ongoing training of these staff 
members, the association 
said in a statement. The state 
health department has 
regional coordinators who are 
working with hospitals, local 
agencies, and other provider 
groups to ensure appropriate 
sharing of clinical and opera- 
tional best practices. 

The Ebola virus is spread 
through direct contact with 
the body fluids (blood, vomit, 
urine, feces, sweat, semen, 
spit) of a person who is sick 
with or has died from Ebola, 
objects contaminated with the 
virus (needles, medical equip- 
ment) or infected animals by 


contact with blood or fluids or 
infected meat. 
Ebola is not spread 


through casual contact, air, 
water, or food grown or legal- 
ly purchased in the United 
States, Ahearn said. 

Ebola only spreads when 
people are sick. A patient 
must have symptoms to 
spread the disease to others. 

Symptoms usually begin 
eight to 10 days after a person 
has been exposed to an ill 
Ebola patient. However, 
symptoms may begin any- 
where from two to 21 days 
after the exposure. 

Typical signs and symp- 
toms include a fever greater 
than 101.5 degrees Farenheit, 
severe headache, muscle 
pain, diarrhea, stomach pain 
and unexplained bleeding or 
bruising.
